Speaks at Opening of Finan- 
cial Conference at 
Washington. 


Washington, May 24.—President Wil- 
son, speakincr at the opening of the Pan- 
American iinancial conference here to- 
day, expressed the hope that the Ampr- 
icans might show the world the path to 
peace. 
The presidents was loudly ap- 
plauded by the delef?ates as he entered 
the hall of the Americans in the Pan- 
Union building where the meetings are 
bein? held. 


On the platform were cabinet mem- 
bers, while the audience included several 
officials in addition to the representa- 
tives of South and 
Central 
American 
countries. 


The president declared the people of 
the Americas were not tryin/f to make 
use of one another, but were trying to 
be of use to one another. 
He spoke of 
the handsome rivalry which he said was 
good for nations. 
ITie lack of the phys- 
ical means of communication 
between 
the Americas, he said, stool somewhat 
in the wav of the development of com- 
merce and 
friendship. 
In 
advocating 
more ships in Pan-American trade and 
the opening of new routes the president 
said that if urivate capital cannot soon 
establish such means of communication 
the government must undertake to do 
so. At the conclusion of the president's 
address he was applauded again. 
He re- 
mained in the hall while representatives 
of the different nations responded to his 
welcome. 


The conference is the outeame of the 
new problems that have arisen to con- 
front the western hemisphere as a con- 
sequence of the war in Europe. 
Forty- 
six delegates from eighteen South and 
Central "American countries will repre- 
sent those countries at the conference.

People of Van Wert Warm- 
ly Approve Jury's Verdict 
in Jacobs Killing.

Van .Wert, Ohio, May 24.—Public sen- 
timent here is strong and almost unani- 
mous in its approval of the verdict oi 
the jury acquitting Miss Lulu Wilson 
of the charge of manslaughter for the 
killing of Levi X. Jacobs, a well knowu 
lawyer of this city, the night of March 
2«. 
The sentiment of the people here 
has favored Miss Wilson from tlie timt! 
of the shooting and the verdict of the 
jury, returned at 1 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, after less than six hours of dellb 
eration, fulfilled the general 
expecta- 
tion. 


So far as can be learned the jury 
took eight 
ballots. 
The 
first ballot 
stood nine for acquittal and throe for 
conviction. 
Those who stood out for 
conviction did so in an effort to obtain 
some finding relative lo the alle.ifod in- 
sanity of the prisoner, but finally yield- 
ed to the views of the majority for a 
plain v<'rdict of not guilty. 


Miss Wilson With Friends. 


After the vordict had been read by 
Judge Hay, of Defiance, who presided in 
the trial, Miss Wilson returned to her 
quarters in the county jp.il to spend the 
balance of the night. 
Yesterda^/^ she 
was taken into the home of friends in 
this city and Avill remain there untU 
her health is restored. 
She may return 
to the south to reside. 
Miss Wilson is 
still in a greatly 
enfeebled 
physical 
condition and shows the effect of the 
terrible ordeal of the past two nionth.s. 
She is unable to walle without assist- 
ance, but it is believed her health can 
be restored. 
Her mind is moav clear and 
rational, and she manifests the relief 
her acquittal has brought to her. 


Jury Out Almost Si* Hours. 


It was five minutes after 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning when the jury came in. 
witii its verdict of acquittal. "Die twelve 
men in whose hands rested the fate of 
the woman, retired at 7:30

^ Hostilities between Italy and Aus- 
tria opened early this morning with 
an Austrian land and sea raid on the 
coast of Italy. An official statement 
from Rome says Austrian destroyers 
and torpedo boats fired on 
several 
points along the coast, simultaneous- 
ly with an attack of aeroplanes. 
It 
is asserted the attackers were driven 
off after a brief cannonade. Attacks 
were made at Venice, Porto Corsini, 
Darleta and Gesi, showing that the 
raid extended over the greater part 
of the eastern shore. 
The only dam- 
age inflicted so far as the 
Italian 
communication shows, was at Ancona 
where an attempt of aviators to blow 
up the railroad caused small damage.

The 
Turkish war office announces that an

The official communications today 
from Berlin state that engagements 
occurred yesterday at several points 
in Belgium and northern France, as 
well as between the Meuse and Mo- 
selle rivers, api)arently no changes of 
consequence in the relative positions 
of the opposing forces resulted.

In times of war, however, this number 
might be increased considerably.

Panteleimon 
was built in 1897.

was 378 feet long.

six 3-pounders and five torpedo tubes.

bassador Page at Rome. It was dispatch- 
ed late yesterday afternoon and said the 
Italian 
foreign minister had informed 
the ambassador that 
after 
midnight 
Italy would consider herself at war with 
Austria." 


At the Italian embassy today all of- 
ficial status was disclaimed for such a 
call to American citizens of Italian birth 
as was published today in New York. 
Embassy oflicials declared 
the 
Italian 
government could not and would 
not 
call on naturalized Americans to retuni 
to their native land and take up arms. 
Such citizcns, however, are free to go 
of their own choice, unarmed and indi- 
vidually and in such a way as not to 
violate the neutrality statute.

glanaces across our frontier, we, in order 
to maintain peace and our alliance rela- 
tion, were resolved on great and painful 
sacrifices which particularly grieved our 
paternal heart. 
But the covetousness of 
Italy, which believed the moment shovild 
be used, was not to be appeased so fate 
must be accommodated.

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Italy in the Conflict 


So long had it been forecasted and for so many days had thè 
world been in hourly expectation of the declaration of war by Italy 
against Austrià-Hungary that the actual,issuing of the formal an 
nouncement carries with it nothing of the shock of surprise. 
It is 
accepted as a matter of course as a development of the maelstrom of 
madness which now holds almost all Europe in its clutches. The new 
problem brought about by Italy's action is the possible attitude of 
Rumania, Bulgaria and Greece, any one or all of which may follow 
.Victor Emmanuel into the conflict. 


;With Italy added to the list, eleven of the world's states are en- 
gaged in the war. 
While Italy's declaration is technically only 
against Austria-Hungary, her renunciation of the triple alliance and 
her blow at one of the partners thereto amounts to practically a 
Btate of war against Germany, also. 
For many weeks Prince Von 
Buelow, one of the most capable and distinguished of German states- 
men, has been laboring in Rome to avert precisely what has happen 
ed- He has made repeated overtures on the part of Austria-Hungary 
io satisfy the Italian government and induce Victor Emmanuel to 
remain neutral. 
The outcome, so far as newspaper dispatches dis 
close it, appears to be the response to an overwhelming popular sen- 
timent among the Italian people for war that would not be denied 
It simply rode rough-shod over the considerable element in Italy 
which plead for peace. 


The line-up in the conflict is now eight to three. Allied on one 
side are Great Britain, France, Russia, Italy, Belgium, Serbia, Mon 
tenegro and Japan as opposed to Germany, Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey. The new entrant has in eight months expended something 
like $400,000,000 in military preparations, and is prepared to thro-s^; 
into the confiPict at once an army of more than one million men anc 
a navy of rather imposing strength, on paper, at least. 


The effect of Italy's entrance into the war is, of course, to sup- 
ply militasry experts with basis for a variety of conclusions. 
There 
are those who believe it will mean an indefinite prolongation of the 
struggle that in nine months of fierce encounter is still in deadlock, 
with neither faction able to boast of substantial progress. There are 
those who profess to believe that Italy will prove to hold the bal- 
ance of power, and that her participation will hasten the coming of 
peace. The one distressing certainty is that it will feed other thou- 
sands of lives and new millions of wealth into the pyre of war that is 
seething as never before in the world's history. 


Rather a notable step forward is being undertaken by the de- 
partment of industrial-education of Indiana university, which an- 
nounces a new departure in the training of teachers in Indiana. 
In 
order to supply preliminary training for teachers in vocational 
schools and those who wish to become vocational teachers, the uni- 
versity will conduct two classes at Indianapolis from July 5 to July 
16. The men's classes will be open to journeymen carpenters, print- 
ers, plumbers, sheet metal workers, machinists, electricians and 
draughtsmen. Attendance in the women's classes will be restricted 
to dressmakers, milliners, designers, saleswomen, lunch-room keep- 
ers and cooks. It is the idea, of course, that those already versed in 
these accomplishments but who lack equipment for transmitting their 
knowledge as teachers can bo quickly given training that will enable 
them to become instructors in the vocational schools of the state. The 
old-fashioned man who used to complain that courses in the schools 
were impractical and did not fit the boy or girl for the real duties of 
life is having his day. The vocational school is the most intensely 
practical thing ever attempted in an educational way, and it is stead- 
ily gaining in popular favor with both students and patrons of the 


^cixeok.

I have heard m/fch about the Timen- 
Argentine dances aud perhaps somt; v. ¡!1 
be interested in -what I was t<>i<l. ^'i ln 
standard dance seems to be tin- taii^Mi, 
I learn that for years this has 
th" 
popular dance of the Argentiiii' irfiK-hos 
and their girls. A few years ago it was 
taken up by the elite and is now rec- 
ognized the world over as the national 
Argentine dance. 


This is danced to regular two and 
four-time music, the dancers 
keeping 
time by a slight stamp with their feet. 
The men dance 
with 
knees bowf>d 
out as if riding horseback. 
The pivot- 
ing is made by the lady turning on one 
foot in a fixed position, and thi man 
taking four long steps around her. 


The hospitable people on the ranch 
•where I am visiting were bpginiiin.;? to 
dance the one-step, but we didn't dance 
the hesitation waltz or any of the otlier 
various so-called "Argentine 
s t e p s , a l l 
of which they say "have been imported 
from New York!" 


During the evening T met an Ameri- 
can 
dentist—practicing 
in a nearby 
town—named Dr. Joseph Henry and a 


young engineer 
from 
Boston named 
Kelly, to whom 1 am indebted for the 
iij\itation. 
These, liowever, were about 
tile onlv Xorth Americans in the vici- 
nity. The foreign owners seemed to be 
mostly English and Irish. The hard work 
is done by Italians, while the store- 
keepers are usually 
Spaniards, 


The owner of an Argentine 
rajicli 
takes personal charge of the cattle, sheep 
and other stock. The land he rents out 
on a percentage—var.ying from 23 per 
cent to 33 1-3 per ci-.-i*—to immigrants 
on terms of three to five years. The 
immigrant puts up a little shack, buys 
some agricultural 
implements on the 
installment 
plan aud gets trusted r.t 
the general store for seed, food and the 
bare necessities of life. 


Some of the immigrants make money, 
but usually there is nothing left tor 
them after all hands take their shares. 
As the implement men and storckeeps 
take considerable risk, they charge the 
poor immigrants extremely high prices. 


It, of course, is impossible to 
tell 
about a country like Argentine in a few 
words. 
Brieflv. it has a fine temperate 


climate, varying from a dry, semi-trop 
ical in th(' iiortli to a wet, cold season 
in the soutli. 


Its resources are tremendous, although 
strictly agricultural, it having no min 
orals. 
Its people are friendly, intelH 
gent and desirous of making Argentina 
the 
best 
country in the world. Al- 
though 
like 
tlie 
people—extravagant 
aristocratic—the government is said to 
be the best of any of the Latin American 
governments. 


Yes, I am quite fond of" Argentine 
and its people. 
Considering its age, it 
is our equal in every way. 
Perli.ips 
equally 
good land can be piu'chasod 
cheaper in Uruguay or elsewhere. But 
taking all things 
into 
consideration, 
Argentine is my favorite 
country to 
live in of all South 
Am^ric.T. 
I be- 
lieve that its future will be brigJit and 
prosperous. 


Let me thank Ambassador Oe T{o- 
malo S. Naon, .John Barrett of the Pan- 
American union, and other friends for 
urging me to visit Argentine.

C., iVlay 24.—Our in- 
sular territory of Hawaii, with an area 
of only 6.44i) square miles and an esti- 
mated population in 1!)14 of 207,743, has 
increased its trade with 
the 
United 
States and foreign countries from $40,- 
000,000 in 1!)04 to approximatelv .$7(5.- 
600,000 in .]ni4, making its per capita 
commerce $.3(5!). 


The trade of Hawaii has rapidly in- 
creased ill the period since the annexa- 
tion of that territory to the L nited 
States in 18t)8. Shipments thereto from 
'this country, according to oflicial fig- 
ures publi.slied by the bureau of .foreign 
and domestic commejce. department of 
commerce, have grown from .$(i,.S()(),<K)0 in 
1897, the year preceding aniie.xation, to

20.—Oovemor 
Brumbaugh has signed the Cox child la- 
bor bill. The act will become effective 
on January 1, 1916. 
Under its provi- 
sions children under fourteen years old, 
with the exception of newsboys, will be' 
barred from working at any occupation. 
Messenger» employed between 8 p. m 
and 6 a. m., must beCat least twenty-one 
years old, and children under sixteen will 
be prohibited from working unless they 
attend school at least wght 
hours 
a 
week.

its staple dishes, but the 
odds and ends are the more interesting, 
and in their way more indicative of the 
general status " of the 
civilization 
of 
those partaking of them. 


Mankind on the whole has an instinc- 
tive dislike to reptiles of every 
kind 
and degree; yet of the feur families into 
•which the older naturalists divided them 
—the saurian, ophidian, batrachian and 
chelonian—each affords 
sustenance 
to 
man, civilized or savage. 
So in 
some 
parts of the world it ia a "cut from the 
alligator," not "from the joint"; and a 
darky waiter may bawl his 
order 
of 
"Boiled snake—-one!" 


A peculiarly dainty 
and 
nourishing 
dish is made with the iguana, the flesh 
of which is as white as that of a chick- 
en, and just as palatable; though 
tlie 
appearance of the reptile, with its scaly 
black-spotted green coat, is more repid- 
sive than either crocodile or alligator. 
To the inhabitants of the West Indies 
F.nd the Bahamas the iguana is a much- 
valued source of food, and is hunted 
down by moans of dogs, whicli are muz- 
zled to prevent them usln^ their teeth 
and damaging the iguanas, which are 
sold alive, or killed, salted and barreled 
for home consumption. 


The flesh of the reptile is 
usually 
served "up boiled or steamed, together 
with a dish 
of clarified 
iguana 
fat, 
sometimes seasoned, into which the very 
savory meat is 
dipped aa it is eaten. 
The eggs of the iguana are also much 
relished, and are like hens' eggs in taste, 
but wholly filled with yolk, and do not 
become hard in 
boiling. 
The 
horrid 
iguana of San Domingo Is much appre- 
ciated by the bons vivants in the West 
Indies, the flesh tasting just like the 
roebuck's, though infinitely more deli- 
cate. 


The common green lizard is eaten with 
much gusto bA' many tribes in Africa, 
and in tJie south of Portugal the writer 
has partaken of the gray lizard both 
baked and fried, the dish in both in- 
stances tasting rather like chicken. 
In 
Brazil a green-and-yellow snake is con- 
sumed by all classes; while among the 
Sardinians the adder is frequently added 
to broths and soups. 


Crocodile flesh is publicly sold in the 
meat markets of Senaar, in Africa; and 
in Siam one sees the carcasses himg up 
for sale like sheep in the butchers' shops. 
The flesh of this great aquatic lizard 
tastes somewhat similar to veal. 


The phrase "entente 
cordiale"

Citizens of every walk and calling are 
urged to attend. 


BOARD OF WORKS TO DECIDE. 


Authorized to Choose Which Method is 
to Be Taken for Auditorium. 


To the board of works of the city of 
Fort Wayne has been referred the re- 
sponsibility" for choosing which one of 
the three methods provided by the re- 
cently enacted 
enabling law shall be 
adopted for proceeding to obtain a con- 
vention hall. This was the outcome of 
the meeting Saturday to discuss the au- 
ditocium project. The matter cannot be 
submitted to the people before the gen- 
eral election in November, 1916, but 
the city government and. the citizens' 
committee want the way cleared so that 
a start can be made to bring the mat- 
ter before the voters of the city. 


The subiect of a convention hall was 


thoroughly discussed at a meeting in 
the city building, Sattu-day afternoon, 
when representatives of the city govern- 
ment and members of the Commercial 
club's convention committee met in joint 
session for that purpose. 
The major 
sentiment favored an auditorium owneti 
entirely by the city and created wholly 
by public funds. 
There was some dis- 
cussion of the question of a site, but 
the opinions of those pi-esent at 
the 
meeting generally ivere that talk of a 
location is oromature and that the ques- 
tion of cost is at this time not germane. 
Mayor Hosey expressed the view that 
the people of Fort Wayne shoukl be 
made thoroughly acquainted with the 
law passed to enable Fort Wayne to ob- 
lain a convention hall and familiar with 
the three plans provided for in the legis- 
lativo act. 
One plan is tliat it may be 
owned wholly by the city and built by 
the proceeds of a bond i.^sue; another, 
that two-tliirds of tlie cost may be mot 
by an issue of municipal bonds, tlio bal- 
ance of monev needed to be raised by 
subscription, with the öuilding adminis- 
tered by a board of directors, whereof 
the citv will provide three and the pri- 
^ate stockludders 
two, and the 
third 
plan is to raise the money by a tax levy 
to continue until a desired amount has 
been accumulate<l. 
Tlie people of the 
city will have the riijlit to decide at an 
election which of the three plans shall 
be pursued.

Amsterdam, 
May 23 
(Via London, 
ISfay 24, 2:05 a. m.)~A dispatch from 
Vienna says the Italian ambassador to 
Austria, the Duke of Avarna, this after- 
noon presented to Baron von Burian, the 
Austro-Hungarian fòreign minister, the 
following declaration of war: 


"Vienna, Ma.y 23, 1915.—Conformably 
with thè orders of his majesty, the king, 
his august sovereign, the undersigned 
ambassador of Italy has the honor to 
deliver to his excellency the foreign min- 
ister of Austria-Hungary the following 
communication : 


"Declaration has been made, as from 
the 4th of this month, to the imperial 
and royal government of grave motives 
for Avhich Italy, confident in lior good 
right, proclaimed annulled, and hence- 
forth without effect, her treaty of alli- 
ance with Austria-Hungary, which was 
violated by the imperial and royal gov- 
ernment, and resumeÄ her liberty of ac- 
tion in this respect. 
' 


"The government of the king, firmly 
reeolved to provide by all means at its 
disposal for safeguarding Italian rights 
and interests, cannot fail in ife duty to 
take against every existing and future 
menace measures which events impose 
upon it for the fulfillment of national 
aspirations. 


"His majesty the king declares that 
he considers himself from tomorrow in a 
state of war with Austria-Hungary. The 
undersigned has the honor to ' make 
known at the same time to his excel- 
lency, the foreign minister, that pass- 
ports will be placed this very dav at the 
disposal of the imperial and royal am- 
bassador at Rome, and he will be obliged 
to his excellency if he will kindly have 
his passports handed to him.

Foynette, Wisconsin Man 
Uses Wind Mill to Charge 
Storage Batteries. 


Poynette, Wis., May 24.—A few years 
ago Thomas A. Edison made the predic- 
tion that in 200 years, due to the cheap- 
cninif of commodiiies, the ordinary la- 
borer will live as weft as a man does 
now with $200,000 annual income. Au- 
tomatic machinery and scientific agricul- 
ture will bring about tliis result, 
said 
Mr. Kdison. Among devices for conserv- 
ing poM'er which is now more or less 
wasted, he mentioned the use of wind 
mills, connected with storage batteries 
for laying up the .energy of the winds in 
electrical form. 


Since thfffle etfttements were made the 
practicability of the wind ikiili jjilactria 


generator has been thoroughly proyen 
by at least one man, J. F. Forrest, of 
Poyette, Wis. 
To a twelve-foot power 
wind mill on his farm, Mr. Forrest has 
hitched a dynamo. 
This, in connection 
with a stora-^e battery 
converts 
and 
stores the energy of the wind into that 
of electricity. 
The amount thus ren- 
dered available is sufficient to light a 
system of twenty-five lamps distributed 
throughout 
the-^ 
house' and barn and to 
operate various household and farm util- 
ities.

After two years' experience with an 
unusual amount of calm weather dur- 
ing two summers, Mr. Forrest has at 
no time been without light. His power 
windmill is twelve feet in diameter arid 
is geared up—that is, the vertical shaft 
makes five revolutions to one of the wind 
wheel. This shafting extends down the 
center of the tower and has pulleys, bey- 
el gears and grinder rings attached to it. 
This windmill is used exclusively 
for 
power, as it has only the rotary motion. 
There is a 
pumping 
mill on a well 
nearby.

The present model Springfield infan- 
try rifle, for example, is made in two 
government arsensals; one at Rock Is- 
land, III., the other at Springfield, Mass. 
These two plants, working at full capa- 
city, 24 hours a day, can probably turn 
out about 1,500 such rifles per day, or 
something more than half a million a 
year. 
In addition, since the outbreak 
of the w a r , 
private plants have been 
manufacturing infantry rifles 
for 
the 
various foreign governments. 
The pri- 
vate plants of the Remington Arms Co., 
Ilion, X. y.. and the 
Winchester 
com- 
pany at New Haven. Conn., 
as 
well 
as the Stevens Arms Company at Chico- 
pee Falls, Mass., could all be used in 
case of emergency. These plants togeth- 
er would turn out about 
3,000 rifles 
per day at full capacity, which, added 
to the government ¡)lants, would 
pro- 
duce more than a million such rifles in 
a year. 
As there are already on hand 
suflicient rifles to equip an ai'my of at 
least 500,000 men, it is dear we arc 
well provided so far as small arms goes.

madness which now holds'almost all-Europe in its clutches. The new 
problem brought about by Italy's action is the possible attitude of 
Rumania, Bulgaria and Greece, any one or all of which may follow 
yietor Emmanuel into the conflict. 


[With. Italy added to the-list, eleven of the world's states are en- 


gaged in the war. "While Italy's declaration is technically only 
against Austria-Hungary, her renunciation of the triple alliance and 


» her blow at one of the partners thereto amounts to practically a 


state of war against Germany, also. For many weeks Prince Von 
Buelow, one of the most.capable and distinguished of German state's- 
men, has been laboring in Borne to avert precisely what has happen 
eel- He has made repeated overtures on the part of Austria-Hungary 
to satisfy the Italian government and induce Victor Emmanuel to 
remain neutral. -The outcome, so far as newspaper dispatches dis- 
close it,- appears to be the response to an overwhelming popular sen- 
timent among the Italian people for war that would not be denied. 
It sinjply rode rough-shod over the considerable element in Italy 
svhieli plead for peace. 


The line-up in the conflict is now eight to three. Allied on one 


side are Great Britain, Prance, Russia, Italy, Belgium, Serbia, Mon- 
tenegro and Japan as opposed to Germany, Austria-Hungary and 
Turkey. The new entrant has in eight months expended something 
like $400,000,000 in military preparations, and is prepared to thro.w, 


- into the conflict at once an army of more than one million men and 


a navy of rather imposing strength, on paper, at least. .

The effect of'Italy's entrance into the war is, of course, to sup- 


ply military experts with basis for a variety of conclusions. There 
are those who believe it will mean an indefinite prolongation of the 
struggle that in nine months of fierce encounter is still in deadlock, 
with neither faction able to boast of substantial progress. There are 


• those who profess to believe that Italy will .prove to hold the bal- 


ance of power, and that her participation will hasten the coming of 
peace. The one distressing certainty is that it will feed other thou- 
sands of lives and new millions of wealth into the pyre of war that ia 
seething as never before'in the world's history.

I have heard much about the Minims 


(Argentine dances and perhaps suim- wil!' 
be interested in what I was t»lil. The 
,standard dance seems to be tin1 tuns;". 
I learn that for years this has li't-ii tli>' 
popular dance of the Argentine ^uucltos 
»nd their girls. A few years ago it was 
'taken up by the elite and is now rec- 
ognized the world over as the national 
Argentine dance.

installment plan and gets trusted nt 
the general store for seed, food and the 
bare necessities of life.

them after all hands tuke their share; 
As the implement men and storekcops 
take considerable risk, they charge the 
poor immigrants extremely high prices

A peculiarly dainty and

dish is made with the iguana, the flesh 
of which is as white as that of a chick- 
en, and just as palatable; though the 
appearance of the reptile, with its scaly, 
jlack-spotted green coat, is more repul- 
sive than either crocodile or alligator.

for which Italy, confident in her good 
right, proclaimed annulled, and hence- 
forth without effect, her treaty of alli- 
ance witli Austria-Hungary, which was 
violated by the imperial and royal gov- 
ernment, and resumed her liberty of ac- 
tion in this respect. 


"The government of the king, firmly 


resolved to provide by all means at its 
disposal'for safeguarding Italian rights 
and interests, cannot fail in its duty to 
take against every existing and future 
menace measures which events impose 
upon it for the fulfillment of national 
aspirations. 


"His ^majesty the king declares that 


lie considers himself from tomorrow in a 
state of war with Austria-Hungary. The 
undersigned has the honor to" make 
known at the same time to his excel- 
lency, the foreign minister, that pass- 
ports will be placed this very day at the 
disposal of the imperial and royal am- 
bassador at Rome, and he will be obliged 
to his excellency if he will kindly have 
his passports handed to him.

Panama, May 24.—The recent riots 


between United States soldiers of the 
Panama canal forces and the Panama 
police in both Panama and Colon, in 
which several on both sides have been 
killed, has made it necessary for Briga- 
dier General Clarence R. Edwards, U. 
f5. A., commanding the Panama canal 
troops, to establish largpe permantit 
provost guards in both cities. In Panr 
ami the guard is composed "of Company 
E. Tenth infantry, Captain F. W. Cole- 
man, while at Colon the various co»st 
artillery company 
stationed at Toro 


Point arc assigned to that duty in turn. 


An arrangement has been made irith 


the Panaman government whereby the 
Eoldief-guards arc furnished with the 
regulation Panaman police club. Tn ad- 
dition they wear their service revolvers. 
It is their duty to patrol nil places 
which the soldiers are likely to frequent, 
especially the tenderloin district. Sol- 
diers arc no longer arrested by the na- 
tive police. All such cases arc handled 
by the soldier guard. 


At Panama the patrol company has 


its own camp on the side of Ancon.hiH, 
only a short distance from the new ad- 
ministration building, and within casv 
marching distance from the main part 
of Panama City. A guard house is main- 
tained where refractory soldiers are con- 
fined. It is planned to build permanent 
barracks for this company, the construc- 
tion to begin at an early date.
